No. 100-lTC(PN)/74.—The conditions governing the issuance of import licences 
for public sector and Government Imports and private sector imports under the 
“Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid)’’ from Japan as given in Appendix I 
and Appendix II to this Public Notice are notified for information, 

APPENDIX I 


LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTS BY PUBLIC SECTOR 
UNDERTAKINGS AND GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS UNDER, THE 
THIRTEENTH YEN CREDIT—COMMODITY AID 

Section I: General Conditions 

1. (i) The licence will bear the superscription “Japanese Yen Credit—Com¬ 
modity Aid”. The licence code for the first and second suffix will be “S/JN”. 
These will also be repeated in the letter from the CCI&E forwarding the import 
licence. 
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1, (ii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import 
licence, except bank charges In Japan which may he remitted through normal 1 2 
banking channels. Any payment towards Indian Agent’s commission should be 
made in Indian rupees to the agents In India, Such payments, however, will form 
part of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

1. (iii) The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity 
period of 4 months for contracting and 12 months for completing the shipments. 
Within a fortnight from the date of issue of the import licence, the importer should 
intimate the particulars of import licence to the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, W.E.I. Section, North Block, New Delhi, 

1. (iv) Firm orders must be placed on C&F basis on the Japanese Suppliers 
within 4 months from the date of issue of the Import licence. By firm orders it is 
meant purchase order placed by the Indian licensee cn the Japanese supplier duly 
supported by confirmation from the latter cr purchase contract duly signed by both 
the Indian importer and th Japanese Supplier, 

1. (v) For the purpose of arriving at the value in Yen upto which import 
commitments can be entered into the licensee against this, import licence, 
the value of the import licence should be computed at the Central exchange rate 
of 1 Yen—Rs. 0.024 (This rate of exchange is however, subject to revision from 
time to time]. This rate is only for the limited purposes of determining the 
maximum amount upto which import commitments can be entered into against 
this import licence. For the purposes of making rupee deposits 'Into Government 
account towards the cost of imports, the rupee equivalent will have to he worked 
out in the manner indicated in Section VI below. 


1. (vil The value of the contract shouid toe expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen 
should be omitted) and should exclude Indian Agents’ commission if any. which 
should be paid in Indian rupees. In no circumstances should the contract value 
he expressed in Indian rupees. The FOB cost and freight amount may be shown 
separately but it should however be clarified whether the freight cocharges will be. 
payable cm actual basis or whether the freight charges indicated in the contract 
would be the amount payable irrespective of the actual charges. 


1, (vii) This condition of placement of contracts within 4 months period will be 
treated as not having been complied with unless complete contract documents 
reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, W.E.I. Sfectlon, 
within four months from the date of issue of the Import licence. If firm or f ’ e *' s 
cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons, the licence shouid be 
submitted to the CCI&E by the licensee for revalidation for ordering giving reasons 
why orders could not be placed within four months. Such requests for extension 
in the ordering period will be considered on merits by the licensing.authorities uho 
may grant extension upto a further maximum period of 2 months. If. however, 
extension is sought beyond fl months from the date of issue of the import licence 
such proposals will invariably be referred by the licensing authorities to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (W.E.I, Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block 
New Delhi. 


1. (vlii) All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of the 
licence. Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. The 
contract shou-d provide for payment on cash basis, i.p. on presentation of shipping 
documents. No credit facility of anv kind will be permitted to be availed of bv the 
Indian Importer from the Japanese Supolier. The contracts should provide for the 
period of delivery of goods as follows:—- 

“ months after the receipt of Letter of Credit but to be completed latest 
by the end of-—— -“-"• 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment, it should be noted that this date should 
not be beyond 21-3-1976. 


Section II: Special points to be kept in view while contracting 

2 (i) The payment to the Japanese Suppliers should be arranged through an 
Irrevocable letters of credit to be opened In their favour through th® Bank of India, 
Tokyo under the Japanese Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) Ihe details of 
which are given in Section V below. 

2. (ii) Only one contract should be entered into for the full value of the import 
licence In exceptional cases, two contracts may be permitted for which prior 
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approval of the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, should be 
obtained within one month) from the date of issue of the import licence. 

2, (iii) The value of an individual contract to be placed under the Thirteenth 
Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) against which thi^ import licence has been issued 
should not be less than Yen 2 million. 

Section 111: Special points to be incorporated in the contracts 

3. (i) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
contract is arranged in accordance with the Loan Agreement between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Japanese Exim Bank dated 19th April, 1974, concerning the 
Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) and will be subject to the approval of the 
Government of India for financing it under the Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity- 
Aid). 

3. (li) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that pay¬ 
ments to the Japanese Suppliers shall be made through an irrevocable Letter of 
Credit to be issued under the Loan Agreement dated 19th April, 1974 between the 
Government of India and the Japanese Exim IJank concerning the Thirteenth Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid). 

3. (iii) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
goods supplied by the Japanese Supplier will be of Japanese origin and should also 
stipulate that a Certificate of Origin (in the prescribed from attached as Annexure I) 
issued by the competent Chamber of Commerce and Industry in Japan providing 
the origin of the goods should be one of the required documents to be furnished 
by the Japanese Supplier in terms of the Letter of Credit referred to in Section 2(i) 
before receiving payments from the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

3. (iv) The contract should contain a specific clause to the effect that the Japanese 
Supplier would agree to make shipping arrangements in consultation with the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo, anrf that for this purpose he would keep the Embassy of 
India. Tokyo informed of the delivery schedule of the goods involved and notify 
the Embassy of India at least four weeks in advance of the shipping required so 
that suitable arrangements could be made. In exceptional cases, where the Indian 
Importers require it, this period of notice may be reduced. The Japanese Supplier 
should also agree to send a cable advice to the Importer after each shipment giving 
the necessary details and a copy thereof should be sent to the Embassy of India, 
Tokyo. 

3. (v) The contract should also contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
Japanese Supplier would agree to furnish such information and documents as may 
be required under the Yen Credit arrangements by the Government of India on 
the one hand and by the Japanese Exim Bank on the other. 

Section IV: Contract Approval by Government of India 

4. (i) Within four months from the date of issue of the import licence, the 
licensee should forward five copies of the contract with the Japanese Supplier, 
signed by hoth the parties and complete in all respects, together with two photo 
copies or attested copies of the relevant valid import licence, to W.E.I. Section, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi along 
with a letter (in duplicate) in the form attached as Annexure II duly completed 
in all respects requesting for issue of Letter of Authorisation for opening Letter of 
Credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier. 

4, (il) If the contract documents and request for issue of letter of authorisation 
ace found to be in order, the Mlnistrv of Finance. Department of Economic Affairs, 
W.E.I. Section will approve the contract and notify the same to the Japanese Exim 
Bank for their information to the effect that the contract will be financed under the 
13th Yen Credit, (Commodity Aid). They will forward two sets of the documents 
to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep 
Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi for issue of the necessary Letter of 
Authorisation. A copy of this communication will also be endorsed to the licensee 
for information. 

Section V: Payment to the Japanese Supplier—Letter of Credit procedure 

5. (1) The Controller of Aid Accounts & Credit Department of Economic Affairs, 
Mlrt'stry of Finance, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (hereinafter referred to as 
the CAAA for convenience) will, on receipt of the documents mentioned in para 
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4(ii) above, and if these are found to be iji order, issue a Letter of Authorisation 
addressed to the Tokyo Branch of the Bank of India for opening an irrevocable 
Letter of Credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier concerned and will endorse a 
copy thereof to the Japanese Exim Bank, the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the 
Importers’ bank in India and W.E.I. Section, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, (It should be noted that as per the Yen Credit arrangements 
the letters of credit in respect of public sector imports State Governments and 
Electricity Boards would be opened only through the Tokyo Branch of the Bank of 
India.) 

5- (ii) On receipt of the Letter of Authority, the Bank of India, Tokyo will 
establish an irrevocable Letter of Credit in favour of the Japanese Supplier con¬ 
cerned and will also forward a copy of the same to the Japanese Exim Bank, 
Embassy of India, Tokyo,, the Importers’ bank in India and the CAAA. The Letter 
of Authority issued bv the CAAA will be in the form attached as Annexure III and 
the Letter of Credit that will be issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo will be In the 
form attached ag Annexure IV. The above procedure of approving contracts and 
opening of letters of credit on the basis of letters of authority from the CAAA 
would apply to each contract amendment and corresponding amendment to Letter 
of Authority/Letter of Credit that may become necessary. 

5. (iii) The Japanese Supplier shall, after effecting shipment of the goods present 
through his bankrs th documents specified in the Letter of Credit including the 
Certificate Of Origin referred to In para 3(li) above to the Bank of India, Tokyo. 
If the documents are found to be in order the Bank of India, Tokyo will release 
the amount specified in the documents to the Japanese Supplier through his bankers 
and will thereafter obtain reimbursement of the cost of imports from the Japanese 
Exim Bank. 

5. (iv) As regards banking charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo, for 

opening Letter of Credit, for negotiations thereunder and charges, if any. of 

Japanese Suppliers' hanker and as regards interests charges payable to the Bank of 

India, Tokyo for the period counting from the date of payment of the cost of 

imports by them to the Japanese Supplier to the date of reimbursement by the 

Japanese Exim Bank, these charges should be settled by the concerned Importer’s 
bank In India by remittances to the Bank of India, Tokyo through normal banking 
channel without affecting the Government of India's Account. 

Section VI: Responsibility for rupee deposit 

6. (i) The original negotiable shipping documents will'be invariably forwarded 
by the Bank of India, Tokyo to the concerned Importers’ bank in India which would 
be a branch of the State Bank of India or any of the nationalised banks (as men¬ 
tioned in (i) in Annexure II) who should release these negotiable set of documents 
to the public sector projects. State Governments and Electricity Boards concerned 
only after ensuring that the rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the 
Japanese Supplier, alongwith Interest charges thereon calculated at the rate of 
6% per annum for the period from the date of payment by the Bank of India, 
Tokyo, to the Japanese Supplier to the date of rupee deposit, is deposited into the 
Government Account, The exchange rate to he adopted for computing the rupee 
equivalent of the Yen payment will be the prevailing composite rate of exchange 
as laid down in Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 15-TTC(PN)/72 dated 28th 
January, 1972 as amended bv No. 10B-ITC(PN)/7? dated 21st July, 1972 or as may 
be notified by Government from time to time through Public Notices of the Min. of 
Commerce or through Exchange Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. 
Any change in this regard will be\ notified as and when necessary. It will be the 
responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts due are 
correctly deposited into Government Account before the import documents are 
handed over to the Importers. The licence should also ensure that the amounts due 
are correctly deposited into Government Account before taking delivery of the 
documents from their bankers. The Head of Account to which the above rupee 
deposits should be credited is “K-Deposlts and Advances—842 Civil Deposits— 
Deposits for purchases etc., abroad—Purchases under credits/Loans Agreements” 
under the detailed head “the Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) from Japan”. 

6. (il) The amount referred to above should he deposited in cash to the credit of 
the Government either In the Reserve Bank of India. New Delhi, or State Bank of 
India, Tis Hazari Delhi or if U1I3 is not feasible, should be remitted by means of a 
demand draft obtained from any such branch of the State Bank of India or its 
subsidiaries (drawer) drawn on and made payable to the State Bank of India, Tls 
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Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 (drawee and payee) for credit to Government account as 
contemplated in Public Notices No, 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated 30th August, 1968, 
No. 233TTC(PN)/68, dated 24th October, 1968 and No. 132-ITC(PN)/71, dated, 
5th October, 1971. 

6. (iii) The concerned Bank In India shall also furnish such additional deposit in 
the same manner stipulated above as may be requested by the Government of India 
on account of service charges within seven days after such a demand is made by 
the Government. While filling in the various columns in the challan it should be 
ensure by the importers/their bankers that the information prescribed in para 2 of 
Public Notice No. 132-ITC(PN)/71, dated 5th October 1971 is invariably Indicated 
in the column ‘‘full particulars of remittances and authority (if any)” of the 
challan. The following particulars should! invariably be furnished in the 
Treasury Challans; — 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. and date. 

(b) Amount of foreign currency in respect of which deposits are to be 

made together with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign supplier. 

(d) The amount of interest paid and the period for which it has been 

calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from the date of payment to the 
foreign supplier upto the date of deposit of rupee equivalent into 
Government Account). 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the rupee deposit should be sent by 
registered post to the CAAA indicating reference to the letter of authorisation issued 
by him and also enclosing copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

6. (iv) The concerned bank in India should also endorse the amount of rupee 
deposits on the exchange control copy of the licence and send the requisite “S” 
Form to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

6. (v) In the case of imports by the Central Government Departments the 
original shipping documents need not be routed through importer’s bank, but should 
he sent by Bank of India, Tokyo, to the Department concerned direct. For the cost 
of imports the Bank of India, Tokyo will make the payments to the Japanese 
Suppliers through his bankers initially out of their own resources and obtain 
reimbursement thereof from the Japanese Exim Bank in the same manner as stipu¬ 
lated m para 5 (Iii) above. As regards banking charges and interest, charges for the 
period counting from the data of payment to the Japanese Supplier to the date of 
reimbursement by the Japanese Exim Bank, the Bank of India, Tokyo will recover 
the name from the Embassy of India, Tokyo. On receipt of details of reimburse¬ 
ment made to the Bank of India, Tokyo by Japanese Exim Bank and by the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo, respectively as detailed above the CAAA will raise debits 
for the rupee equivalent of the Yen amounts against the Accountant General 
concerned through the A.G.C.R., New Delhi. 

Section VII : Miscellaneous provisions 

7. (I) Reports on the sitilisatlon of the import licence. —The importer should 
send a monthly report, after the letter of credit had been opened regarding ship¬ 
ments and payments, made their against and about the balance left, to the Con¬ 
troller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, Jeevan Deep Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi. 

7. (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions. —The licensee should apprise 
the supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may affect the 
suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

7. (Iii) Disputes. —It should be understood that the Government of India will not 
undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any that may arise between the 
licensee and the suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier before 
payment by the Bank of India. Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the importer in 
Annexure II under “Terms of Payment”. 

7. (Iv) Future Instructions. —The licensee shall promptly comply with any 
directions, instructions or orders issued by the Government of India from time to 
time regarding any and all matters arising from or pertaining to the import licence 
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and for meeting all obligations under the Thirteenth Yen Credit Agreement 
(Commodity Aid) with the Japanese authorities. 

7. (v) Breach or violation .—Any breach or violation o fthe conditions set forth 
in the above clauses will result in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act.

The other 
banking charges including charges for handling documents, if any, and charges of 
Japanese supplier's bankers, if any will' also be settled directly by the importers’ 
bank. As such no reimbursement of such charges Is to be claimed from the Exim 
Bank of Japan. 

As and when any payment is made by you and reimbursement is made to you, 
an advice in the prescribed form should be sent to thia Ministry. 

This letter of Authority is Intended for opening an L/C favouring the Japanese 
suppliers. Subsequent amendments to L/C or further fresh L/Cs against this 
authorisation may not be acted upon in the absence of a specific authority from 
this Ministry. 

This Letter of Authority will remain valid upto..

suppliers on receipt of documents from the Bank of India, Tokyo Branch. The 
rupee equivalent of amounts disbursed to the suppliers will have to be calculated 
by applying the composite rate of conversion <js prevailing on 1 the date of payment 
to Japanese suppliers in accordance with the Public Notice No. 13-ITC(PN)/72, 
dated 28th January. 1972 as amended by Public Notice No, 108-ITC(PN)/72, dated 
21st July. 1972 or such other Public Notices ag may be issued from time to time 
Interest ® 6% p.a. for the period between the date of payment to the supplier/date 
of reimbursement to bank of India and the date on which the rupee equivalents 
are deposited into Government account, is also required to be deposited into the 
Government, of India account. (Any change in this rate will be intimated if and 
when made). It should be ensured that these deposits are made before the original 
set of import documents are handed over to the importer for Customs clearance. 

These amounts should be deposited either with the RBI, New Delhi or the SBI, 
Tis Hazari, Delhi or remitted by means of a Demand Draft obtained by them 
from any Branch of the SBI or its subsidiaries (Drawee and Payee), drawn on and 
made payable to the SBI. Tis Hazari, Delhi-6 (Drawee and Bayee). In this 
connection their attention is also invited to the provisions of the Public Notices 
No. 233-ITC(PN)/H8, dated 24th October, 1968 and No. 132-ITC(PN)/7J, dated 5th

APPENDIX II 

LICENSING CONDITIONS IN RESPECT OF PRIVATE SECTOR IMPORTS 
UNDER THE THIRTEENTH YEN CREDIT (COMMODITY AID) 

Section I: General Conditions 

1. (I) The licence will bear the superscription ‘Japanese XIII Yen Credit— 
Commodity Aid’. The licence code for the first and second suffix will be "S/JN”. 
These will also be repeated In the letter from the CCI&E forwarding the import 
licence. 

1, (il) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import 
licence, except bank charges in Japan which may be remitted through normal 
banking channels. Any payment towards Indian Agent’s commission should be 
made In Indian rupees to the Agents In India. Such payments, however, will form 
part of the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

1. (ill) The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity 
period of 4 months tor contracting and 12 months for completing the shipments. 
Within a fortnight from the date of the issue of the import licence, the importer 
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should intimate the particulars of the import licence, to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, W.E.I. Section, North Block, New Delhi. 

1, (iv) Firm orders must be placed either on CIF or on C&F basis on the 
Japanese suppliers within 4 months from the date of issue of the import licence. 
By firm order it is meant purchase orders placed by the Indian licensee on the 
Japanese supplier duly supported by confirmation from the latter or purchase 
contract duly signed by both the Indian Importer and the Japanese supplier. 
Whenever Insurance is taken out on an Indian company, the premium should be 
paid in India in Indian rupees. 

1. (v) For the purpose of arriving at the value of Yen upto which import 
commitments can be entered into by the licensee against this import licence, the 
value of the import licence should be computed at the Central exchange rate of 
1 Yen=Rs. 0.024. (This rate of exchange is, howevwr, subject to the revision from 
time to time). This rate is only for the limited purposes of determining the 
maximum amount upto which import commitments ca n be entered Into against 
this import licence. For the purposes of making rupee deposits into Government 
account towards the cost of imports, the rupee equivalent will have to be worked 
out in the manner indicated in Section VI below, 

1. (vl) The value of the contract should be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen 
should be omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s commission, If any, which 
should be paid in Indian rupees. In no circumstances the contract value should 
be expressed in Indian rupees, The FOB cost, Insurance and freight amount may 
he shown separately but it shmild, however, be clarified whether the freight 
charges will be payable on actual basis or whether the freight charges indicated, 
in the contract would be the amount payable irrespective of the actual charges. 

1. (vii) This condition of the placement of contracts within 4 months period 
will be treated as not having been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, W.E.I. 
Section, within four months from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 1 
orders cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons the licence should 
be submitted by the licensee to the CCI&E for revalidation for ordering giving 
reasons why orders could not be placed within four months. Such request's for 
extension in the ordering period will be considered on merits by the licensing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further maximum period of 2 months. 
If, however, extension is sought beyond 6 months from, the date of issue of the • 
import licence, such proposals will invariably be referred by the licensing autho¬ 
rities to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section^ Ministry of Finance, 
North Block, New Delhi. Only on production by the licensee of letter of the 
CCI&E sanctioning such extension, will the authorised dealers and departmental 
authorities permit the facility of bank guarantee, letters of authority, for the 
establishment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of rupee equivalent, etc. 

1. (viii) All payments must be completed within one month from the expiry 
of the licence. Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. 
The contract should provide for payment on cash basis, i.e. on presentation of 
shipping documents, No credit facility of any kind will be permitted to be availed 
of by the Indian Importer from the Japanese Supplier. The contracts should 
provide for the period of delivery of goods as follows: — 

“months after the receipt of Letter of Credit, but to be completed latest by 
the end of.. . .” 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be noted that this date should 
not be beyond 31-3-1976. 

Section II: Special points to be kept in view while contracting. 

2 (i) The payment, to the Japanese Supplier should be arranged through an 
Irrevocable letter of credit to be opened in their favour which will be routed 
through the Bank of India, Tokyo under the Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity 
Aid), the details of which are given in Section V below. 

2. (ii) Only one contract should be entered into for the full value of the 
Import licence. In exceptional cases, two contracts may be permitted for which 
prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance should, 
be obtained within one month from the date of Issue of the import licence

2. (iii) The value of an individual contract to be placed under the Thirteenth 1 
Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) against which this import licence has been issued 
should not be less than Yen 2 million. 

Section III: Special points to be incorporated in the Contracts. 

3. (i) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
contract is arranged in accordance with the Loan Agreement between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Japanese Exim Bank dated the 19th April, 1974 concerning 
the Thirteenth Yen Credit (Commodity Aid) and will be subject to the approval 
of the Government of India for financing it under the Thirteenth Yen Credit 
(Commodity Aid). 

3. (ii) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that pay- 
iments to the Japanese supplier shall be made through an Irrevocable Letter of 
Credit to be issued under the Loan Agreement dated 19th April, 1974 between 
the Government of India and the Japanese Exim Bank concerning the Thirteenth 
Yen Credit (Commodity Aid). 

3. (iii) The contract should contain a specific provision to the effect that the 
goods supplied by the Japanese Supplier will be of Japanese origin and a Certi¬ 
ficate of Origin (in the prescribed form, attached as Annexure I) issued by the 
competent Chamber of Commerce and Industry in Japan proving the origin of 
the goods should be one of the required documents to be furnished by the Japanese 
Supplier in terms of the letter of credit referred to in Section 2(i) before receiving 
■payments from the Bank of India, Tokyo. 

3. (iv) The contract should contain a specific clause to the effect that the 
Japanese supplier should furnish a report to the Embassy of India, Tokyo imme¬ 
diately after completion of shipping arrangements alongwith one copy of the 
invoice and one copy of the Bill of Lading. 

3. (v) The- contract should also contain a specific provision to ihe effect that 
the Japanese Supplier would agree to furnish such information and documents 
as may be required under the Yen Credit arrangements by the Government of 
India on the one hand and by the Japanese Exim Bank on the other. 

Section IV: Contract Approval by Government of India 

4- (i) Within four months from the date of issue of the import licence, the 
licensee should forward five copies of the contract, with the Japanese Supplier, 
signed by both the parties and complete in all respects, together with two photo 
copies or attested copies of the relevant valid import licence, to W.E.I. Section, 
Department of Economic Affairs. Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi, 
-alongwith a letter (in duplicate) in the form attached as Annexure II requesting 
for issue of letter of authorisation for opening letter of credit, accompanied by 
a Bank Guarantee in the form prescribed in Annexure III duly adjudicated by 
the Collector of Stamps under Section 31 of the Indian Stamp Act. 

4. (il) If the contract documents and request for issue of letter of authorisation 
and the Bank Guarantee are found to be in order, the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, W.E.I, Section will approve the contract and 
notify the same to the Japanese Exim Bank for their information that contract 
will be financed under the 13th Yen Credit (Commodity Aid). Thereafter, they 
will forward two sets of documents to the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, 
Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi for 
issue of the necessary letter of authorisation, A copy of this communication will 
be endorsed to the licensee for information. 

Section V: Payment to the Japanese 'Supplier—Letter of Credit procedure 

5. (i) The Controller of Aid Accounts and and Audit (CCAA), Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (herein¬ 
after referred to as CAAA for Convenience) will, on receipt of the documents 
mentioned in para 4 (ii) above and if these are found to be in order, issue a letter 
of authorsiatlon to the Indian Bank that has furnished the Bank Guarantee for 
opening the irrevocable letter of credit’ in favour of the Japanese supplier. (It 
should be noted that the letter of credit issued on the Japanese banks in respect 
of private sector imports should be routed invariably through the Bank of India, 
Tokyo, who will add its confirmation). The letter of Authority issuedd by the

V. A copy of this will be endorsed bv the CAAA to Japanese Exim Bank, Tokyo, 
the Bank of India, Tokyo, Embassy of India in Japan and the WE-I Section, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

5. (ill On the basis of this letter of authority, the Indian bank concerned 
Will establish an irrevocable letter of credit in favour of Japanese supplier con¬ 
cerned, and forward the original letter of credit (alongwlth four copies thereof) 
to the Bank of India, Tokyp requesting them to add their confirmation and for¬ 
ward it to the Japanese supplier. The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward a 
copy of the letter of credit to the Japanese Exim banks and the CAAA. The 
above procedure of approving contracts and opening letter of credit on the basis 
of letter of authority from the CAAA would apply to each contract amendment 
and corresponding amendment to letter of authority/letter of credit of that may 
become necessary. 

5. (iii) The Japanese Supplier shall, after effecting shipment of the goods, 
present through his bankers, the documents specified in the letter of credit includ¬ 
ing the Certificate of Origin referred to in para 3 (if) above to the Bank of India. 
Tokyo for payment. If the documents are found to be in order, the Bank of 
India, Tokyo will release the amount specified in the documents to the Japanese 
Supplier through his bankers and will thereafter obtain the reimbursement of the 
cost of imports from the Japanese Exim Bank. 

5. (iv) As regards banking charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo for 
adding this confirmation to the letter of credit, for negotiations thereunder, and 
charges, if any, of Japanese supplier’s banker and as regards Interest charges 
payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo for the period counting from the date of ’ 
payment by them of the cost of imports to the Japanese Supplier to the date 
of reimbursement by the Japanese Exim Bank, these charges should be settled 
by remittance by the concerned importer's bank in India to the Bank of India,. 
Tokyo through norma] banking channels without affecting the Government of 
India's account, 

Section VI: Responsibility for Rupee deposit 

6. (i) The original negotiable shipping documents will invariably be forwarded 
by the Bank of India, Tokyo to the concerned importers bank in India who should 
release these negotiable set of documents to the licensee only after ensuring that 
the rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the Japanese Supplier along 
with interest charges thereon calculated at the rate of 6 per cent per annum for 
the period from the date of payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo, to the Japanese 
Supplier to the date of rupee deposit, is deposited into the Government Account. 
The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the rupee equivalent of the 
Yen payments will be the composite rate of exchange as laid down in CCT&E’s 
Public Notice No. lS-ITC(PN)/72 dated 28-1-1972 as amended by Puhlic Notice 
No. 108-ITC(PN)/72 dated 21-7-1972 or as may be notified by Government from 
time to time through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through Exchange Control 
Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. Any change In this regard will be notified 
os and when necessary. It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank concern¬ 
ed to ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government Ac¬ 
count before the import documents are handed over to the importers. The' 
licensee should also ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited into 
Government Account before taking delivery of the documents from their ban¬ 
kers. The Head of Account to which the above Rupee deposit should be credited 
Is “K-Deposits and Advances 843 Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases etc. abroad 
Purchases under credit/loans Agreements under the detailed head Thirteenth Yen 
Credit (Commodity Aid) from Japan.” 

6 (ii) The amount referred to above should be deposited in cash to thei credit 
of the Government either in the Reserve Bank of India. New Delhi or State Bank 
of India Tis Hazari, Delhi, or, If this is not feasible should be remitted by 
means of a demand draft obtained from any branch of the State Bank of India 
or Its subsidiaries (drawer) drawn on and made payable to the State Bank of 
India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi 6 (drawee and payee), for credit to Governments 
account as contemplated in Public Notice No, 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated 30-8-1968; 
No. 233-ITC (PN)/08 dated 24-10-1968 and No. 132-ITC (PN) /71 dated' 
5-10-1971. 
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6. (iii) The concerned bank in India shall also furnish such additional de¬ 
posit in the same manner stipulated above a-s may be requested by the Govern¬ 
ment of India on account of service charges within seven days after such a demand 
is made by the Government. While filling in the various columns In the challan, 
it should be ensured by the importers/their bankers that the information pres¬ 
cribed in para 2 of Public Notice No. 132-1TC(PN)/71, dated 5-10-1971 is invari¬ 
ably indicated in the column “full particulars of remittance and authority, if any" 
of the challan. The following particulars should invariably be furnished in the 
Treasury Challans: — 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. and Date. 

(b) Amount of foreign currency in respect of which deposits are to be 

made together with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign supplier. 

<d) The amount of interest paid and the period for which it has been 
calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

<f) (Interest is to be calculated for the period from the date of payment 
to the foreign supplier upto the date of deposit of rupee equivalents 
into Governments into Account). Thereafter, the Treasury challans 
evidencing the rupee deposit should be sent by Registered post to 
CAAA indicating reference to the letter of authorisation Issued by 
him and also enclosing copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

6. (iv) The concerned bank in India should endorse the amount of rupee 
deposits on the exchange control copy of the licence and send the requisite ‘S’ 
form to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

6. (v) After the obligations in terms of the Bank Guarantee and the letter 
of authorisation issued fay the CAAA in the Ministry of Finance are fulfilled, the 
concerned bank in India can apply to the CAAA for the release of bank guarantee. 
The application for this purpose must' be made in the form laid down in Anne¬ 
xure V. 

Section VII: Miscellaneous provisions. 

7. (i) The importer should send a monthly report, after the letter of credit 
has been opened, regarding shipments and payments made there against and 
about the balance left, to the CAAA. 

7. (li) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions.— The licensee should 
apprise the supplier of any special provision in the import licence which may 
affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

7. (ill) Disputes. —It should be understood that the Government of India 
will not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between 
the licensee and the suppliers. 

7. (iv) Future Instructions. —The licensee shall promptly comply with any 
directions, instructions or orders issued by the Government of India from time 
to time regarding any and all matters arising from or pertaining to the import 
licence and for meeting all obligations under the Thirteenth Yen Credit Agree¬ 
ment (Commodity Aid) with the Japanese authorities.
